f\re you growing in your faith? 

Does your family participate in the programs offered at OLBH to deepen 
your faith life? If not, why not? What can we do to get people involved in 
faith formation? Is the intergenerational model effective? What are the 
needs of people which we are not addressing? These are some of the 
questions that have arisen as we meet to plan faith formation for next year. 
Our planning group includes Teresa Thompson and Jenny Scherr who 
coordinate the pre-school through high school programs, John and Joni 
Osnes with Gatherings of Grace, and Betsy Van Asma from Adult Life. 

We reviewed the recent history at OLBH in regard to faith formation. This 
parish has gone from the catechetical classroom model focused primarily on 
children (Msgr. Doyle and prior), to a strong emphasis on adult faith 
development (Fr. Peter), to an intergenerational approach with continued 
emphasis on adult involvement (Fr. Ron and Fr. Mark), and more recently to 
age-based groups which include Adult Life, Life Teen, Edge and Catechesis of 
the Good Shepherd. 

In our discussion, the first goal is to ensure that our approach to faith 
formation is guided by a strong vision. The danger is to change programs 
without keeping in mind the final goal. We identified the following "key 
elements" of a vision for faith formation at OLBH. These are: 

• Lifelong learning or whole community catechesis. 

• A strong emphasis on adult formation 

• Support parents so that they are enabled to pass on the faith to their 
children. 

• Evangelization to those who are minimally involved in parish life, 
inactive Catholics, and inviting others to join our Church. 

By the way, these objectives closely resemble the goals for promoting the 
Word of God which accompanied the parish's Mission Statement crafted a 
few years ago. 

There are many good things already happening here. This parish has a 
lively faith. I am amazed at the number of involved and dedicated adults 
who help with faith formation or who participate in the programs being 
offered. Yet, many families are not involved. So many parents feel ill 
equipped to discuss the faith. The greatest need is to have young parents 
empowered to be witnesses of the faith to their children. 

If you have any suggestions about what we might do differently, please talk 
with one of the people from our group. We will meet again in mid-April to 
continue planning for next year. Your input is valuable. We want to 
continue to build on the good things already happening.
